Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minmesota :
Sxzoriox 1. That 80 much land as lies within the following
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limits shall be known as the County of Stearns: Beginning
at the point where the section line between sections seventeen
(‘l]'l), and twenty (20), in township one hundred and twenty-
three (123), range twenty-seven (27), west of the fifth princi-
pal meridian, strikes the Mississippi River ; {hence running
west on the section line to the west line of said township
one hundred and twenty-three (123); thence south on said
west line to the south-west corner of said township one hun-
dred and twenty-three (123); thence west on the township
line between townships one hundred and twenty-two (122),
and one hundred and twenty-three (123),in the several
